Motorists who have not re¬ 
ceived their postal cards showing 
the fees they must pay to secure 
1937 license plates, should wait 

no longer before applying, as the 
fees may be determined without 
the postal card at any plate Is¬ 
suing office, Howard E. Deems, 
Registrar of Vehicles in Sacra¬

DON’T FORGET 

Now as never Deiore, with 
boom times predicted “just around 
the corner,” it is essential that 
the small investor and the public 
fully appreciate dangers of blind 
speculation. Lessons of the late 
twenties must not be forgotten. 
An orgy of speculation and art - 
ficial prosperity is inevitably fol¬ 
lowed by a period of deflation 
and severe depression. Everyone 
suffers, particularly the average 
individual with limited resources. 

Depressions cannot be legis¬ 
lated out of existance. The pub¬ 
lic as a whole and individually 
must head the lessons of the past 
if severe future depressions are 
to be avoided. True, certain fact¬ 
finding and regulatory legislation 
has been of great benefit to the 
investing public. But as President 
Gay of the New York Stock Ex- 
change, recently pointed out, 
there are no laws to prevent buy¬ 
ers from speculating on a hit or 
miss basis, if they wish to, in 
the face of expert warnings 
against it. 

During a period when nearly 
all thought has been toward at¬ 
taining complete economic secur¬ 
ity through Washington, it must 
not be forgotten that in the last 
analysis it is the iniative and 
common sense of the individual 
upon which the welfare of the 
nation finally depends. 

A MAGNET 

The cost of granting old age 
aid in California will be increased 
an average of 80 per cent if the 
age limit is dropped to 60 year3 
and the maximum of the monthly 
payments is increased to $50.00, 
according to a study just com¬ 
pleted by the Research Depart¬ 
ment of the California State 
Chamber of Commerce. 

Under the present law, with a 
65 year age limit and a $35.00 
payment, the cost of this type 
of public assistance will approxi¬ 
mate $34,662,506 for 1937-38 and 
$55,022,544 for 1941-42. If these 
two changes become law the cor¬ 
responding costs will be $63,420,- 
840 and $97,443,000. These sums 
may be compared with the cost 
estimate of $23,852,503 under the 
present law for the fiscal year, 

1936- 37. 

California, under such proposals 
would have its costs increased 
approximately forty million dol¬ 
lars a year, divided equally be¬ 
tween the State and the several 
counties. The increased cost to 
the Federal government would 
be only about a million dollars. 
More than 60,000 individuals are 

ow receiving ^id under the pre- 

>nt terms of the California act 
.nd it is estimated that the case¬ 
load will rise to 145,650 by 1941- 
42. If the changes are adopted, it 
is estimated that the peak case¬ 
load will be 180,450. These com¬ 
putations are set forth in a re¬ 
port just completed by a special 
study committee formed several 
months ago to study old age aid 
legislation and costs. 

If only a reduction in age 
limit to 60 years is made, it is 
anticipated that the cost for old 
age aid will total $44,169,092 for 

1937- 38 and $67,863,636 for 1941- 
42. This one change would mean 
an average increase of 25 per 
cent in cost over those which 
will accrue under the present 
act. 

If the present age limits are 
retained and if only the increase 
in payments to $50.00 is made, 
costs will approximate $49,547,700 
for 1937-38 and $78,651,000 for 
1941-42, or about 43 per cent 
more than they will be under the 
present act. 

The committee reports that 
California’s average monthly pay¬ 
ment to needy aged is now the 
highest in the nation. The U. S. 
average of monthly peyments to

Watch Tower

B EAUTY — like Love, like 
Truth—will always remain, 
we suppose, something to 
squabble about. At least, so long 
as all men and women are not, 
invariably and without exception, 
prophets or angels. Lately we’ve 
been reading a lot of James 
Truslow Adam. About the sharp 
and persistent squabbles of our 
Founding Fathers. Both before 
and after Yorktown—the Whigs 
and the Tories, the Federalists 
and the anti-Federalists; Wash- I 
mgton and Gates; Jefferson and ] 
Hamilton; the Andy Jacksons of 
the New West and the “wise, the 
rich and the good” (the three 
words being synonymous), of the 
old Seaboard settlements. We got 
to thinking about all this in con¬ 
nection with Sierra Madre’s trees. 

F IRST of all, there was what 
Judge Camp said the other 
night. About how the finest 
bit of street-planting here in 
Sierra Madre was to be found 
up there in Carter avenue. Where 
the original Carter had set out 
that existing splendid double row 
of cedars. Trees whose parents 
grew—and are probably growing 
still—back there only a mile or 
so in the mountains. Mountains, 
by the way, which are the very 
father gods of Sierra Madre — 

, without which there’d be no , 
Sierra Madre. 

N ATIVES, those cedars along 
Carter avenue. Themselves 
the grandchildren of the 
mountains so to speak. You feel 
this as you walk under them to¬ 
day. Neither wind nor frost has 
hurt them in all these years. 
Nor cloud-bursts; nor long dry 
spells. No matter what the 
weather is, they love it. Not fret¬ 
ful; nor pining; nor dead. A les¬ 
son and a solace to the people 
they were planted for. As all of I 
our native trees should be—and 1 
are: the oaks and the sycamores; < 
the big-leaved maples; and even i 
—to widen the limit—those child¬ 
ren of our adoption (“sowed unto 
us in the earth”), the eucalyptus , 
and the pepper-trees. i 

P epper-trees— let’s pause , 
a moment. We remember i 
how we also fell in love 
with them when we first came 
to California. Almost twenty 
years ago. We love them still. ' 
Slander them as you will. Some 
say “dirty.” Or “hard on the * 
walks.” One of our learned and i 
astute friends, herself a famous 
gardener, even called them “can¬ 
cerous.” For shame! No more 
lovely tree did the Almighty him- 
self ever imagine. Golden trunk 
and golden boughs that flow up 
in curves and gleam in the sun, 
through a green mist. A brave 
tree, noble and lasting. Like the 
cedars Mr. Camp so wisely and 
aptly called to public attention. 

A PTLY and wisely because, it ; 
seems to us, it touches on 
a matter that ought to be 
decided. Right now. Once and 
for all. The sort of trees we’re 
going to plant along our streets. 
We think of some of those New 
England towns. Nothing but elms. 
Then other Northern towns where 
maples are the only street-trees. 
Places in the South, where live- ; 
oaks hung with Spanish moss 
shade avenues you dream of ever 
after and hanker for. Or towns 
the troubadours sang in ancient 
Provence—still with their uniform 
plantings of sycamores —platanes 
—plane trees. Haussmann’s Paris 
with its chestnuts. A tried and 
proven tradition. Of civic beauty 
everywhere. From the lindens of 
Berlin to the Cryptomeria in 
Japan. First, the right sort of 
trees; then uniformity. 

U NIFORMITY. Dignity. Beau¬ 
ty. Sierra Madre— she’s a 
mountain town.

California led the nation in I 
highway fatalities in 1936 with 
3125, according to Director of, 
Motor Vehicles Ray Ingels. 

The daily average of nearly 
nine persons set an all-time rec¬ 
ord for the State, which has the 
largest automobile registration in 
the U.S. Fatalities reached a 
peak during December when au¬ 
tomobile accident victims totaled 
357. 

People who' tell you they don’t 
need much sleep actually snooze 
during their wakeful periods, 
says a doctor of the New York 
Academy of Medicine. These peo¬ 
ple, he finds, “sleep by relaxing 
and do not find it necessary even 
to close their eyes.”

eating for county institutions. 

More than a quarter of Cali¬ 
fornia’s liquor revenues were 
rung up during the month of De¬ 
cember last year, board of equali¬ 
zation statistics reveal. Decem¬ 
ber tax stamps totaled $1,017,000, 
a 3 per cent increase over De¬ 
cember. This years revenue 
amounted to $4,052,000, up 3 per¬ 
cent from 1935. 

Pints, half-pints, quarts and the 
2-ounce “mickey” was the order 
of popularity of liquor contain¬ 
ers sold. 

Births in the United States hit 
a new low last year, while the 
nation’s death rate increased, a 
provisional survey by the Met¬ 
ropolitan Life Insurance Company 
reveals. The 1936 birth rate was 
16.5 per 1000 population compared 
to 16.8 for 1935, reports for the 
first nine months from 34 states 
and the District of Columbia 
show. 

The death rate jumped from 
10.9 per 1000 in 1935 to 11.5 in 
1936. Partly responsible was last 
winter’s excessive cold, last sum¬ 
mer’s widespread drought and 
protracted heat. 




A trailer is a permanent resi¬ 
dence, a Milwaukee, Wis., county 
court ruled, awarding a $25 
monthly old-age pension to Fred 
Hackett, 73, who lives in an au¬ 
tomobile trailer. The pension 
recipient, incidentally, is used to 
living on wheels. He was born in 
a prarie schooner in Nevada while 
his parents were en route to 
the California gold fields. 

Registration of motor vehicles 
in the United States in 1936 to¬ 
taled 28,270,000, according to the 
Automobile Manufactures's As¬ 
sociation annual report. Private 
cars accounted for 24,250,000 and 
trucks for 4,020,000. This country 
has 71 per cent of the 40,000,000 
vehicles in the world. 

California motorists used more 
gasoline in 1936 than ever before 
in the history of the State. De¬ 
cember sales of gasoline, up 20.02 
per cent, brought the annual to¬ 
tal income from the 3-cent tax to 
a new record of $48,286,080.92, it 
wsa announced yesterday, .being 
accepted as significant as a 
barometer of improving economic 
conditions. 

A person with as little as two- 
tenths of 1 per cent of alcohol 
i in his blood is intoxicated—scien- 
[ tifically speaking, according to 
Dr. Thorne M. Carpenter of the 
Carnegie Institution at Washing¬ 
ton. By analyzing a single drop 
of blood it is possible to deter¬ 
mine how much alcohol a person 
has consumed, the doctor says. 

“This test is now in use in Ger¬ 
many and other European coun¬ 
tries,” the doctor points out. 

Collections from the tax on 
beer and wine amounted to $2,- 
018,934.23 for the year 1936, an 
increase of 18.81 per cent over 
the previous 12-month period. In¬ 
dicative of the popularity of Cali¬ 
fornia beverages, the December 
sale of California beer repre¬ 
sented 90 per cent of all beer 
sold. California wines represent 
almost 94 per cent of the total 
wine sales. 

Juneau, Alaska, residents, feel¬ 
ing the pinch of food shortages 
as market stocks dwindle, ha3 
their hope rudely shattered when 
a strike relief ship arrived and 
unloaded— 1000 cases of liquor 
and beer, empty sacks for the 
Kennecott mine and a few cases 
of eggs. Most of the eggs, pas¬ 
sengers told the flabbergasted 
townspeople, were left in Seattle 
when the ship sailed. Expecting 
meat, residents received 25 tons 
of tombstones, due to the mari¬ 
time strike.

In the east any 
time the thermometer mounted as 
high as 40 (last winter) the na¬ 
tives started reading advertise¬ 
ments for spring hats . . in Cali¬ 
fornia and especially Sierra 
Madre (where nothing ever hap¬ 
pens) somebody forgot to turn 
off a sprinkler with the result 
that trees, shrubs, fence and 
house presented an icicle show 
that attracted so much attention 
the Los Angeles Times and the 
Pasadena Post printed pictures 
and full description and people ; 
came from far and near to view 
the spectacle ... to me It all 
seemed very funny. I had been \ 
used to the semi-tropics and had j 
passed through one of the cold- I 
est winters the east had seen in 
two decades, so for Sierra Mad¬ 
reans to shiver and complain, 
well, I still can't “savvy” what 
all the fuss is about.

To aid residents in launching 
their "Get Ready for the Wis¬ 
taria Fete” campaign, Mrs. Jes¬ 
sie Ward Russell yesterday an¬ 
nounced a list of bedding plants 
and trees that will bloom pro¬ 
fusely during the Fete. She urges 
they be set out at once so as , 
to look their best when Fete 
time arrives and the city once 
again is on “dress parade” before j 
the entire Southland. Here is 
Mrs. Russell’s list of shrubs and 
] plants that bloom at about the

Flowering Japanese peaches,

“This freeze emphasizes the de¬ 
sirability of an average planting 
in California gardens, using plen¬ 
ty of the hardier materials along 
with the evergreen, tropical and 
semi-tropical plants. 

“Roses will be better than 
ever and now is the time to 
j plant them . 

“Don't let your plants dry out 
! because it’s cold. Water the roots, 
j but do not put water on the 
I foliage unless the temperature is 
! well above freezing. Do not give 
succulents any water. 

■'Do not forget the birds. Food 
' is scarce for them and water, 
too.”

U nharvested Crop Badly 
Damaged By Cold Snap— 
New Trees May Survive 

More than 70 per cent of the 
Southland’s unharvested avocados 
were damaged when the last cold 
wave struck. Manager George B. 
Hodgkin of the Calavo Growers 
of California estimated yesterday. 
The affected tonnage represents 
50 per cent of the total current 
crop, or approximately 9,000,000 
pounds of fruit. 

Unequipped to fight the cold, 
the industry lost much of its re¬ 
cently planted new acreage and 
some older orchards and trees 
located in the colder and more 
poorly air-drained localities. Most 
of the damaged older trees are 
expected to recover during the 
coming summer months. 

Calavo members throughout 
Southern California are urged to 
withhold all picking until field 
representatives can inspect their 
groves. Tree foliage killed by 
frost should not be pruned until 
danger of further frosts is past 
and probably not until new 
growth has eliminated the possi¬ 
bility of sun-burn injury to bar¬ 
ren limbs. Exposed limbs should 
be whitewashed. 

Conferences, laboratory tests 
and field surveys are now going 
forward to determine which avo¬ 
cados are marketable and how to 
differentiate between damaged 
and undamaged fruit. Calavo is 
also making a by-product study 
to determine if any outlets can 
be developed for affected fruit.

Purchase of $15,000,000 worth 
of smokeless orchard heaters for 
Southern California's citrus 
groves by a proposed subsidiary 
corporation of the RFC was the 
prospect held out to orchardists 
here this week by County Super¬ 
visor H. C. Legg. Legg already 
has sent a telegram to Senator 
McAdoo at Washington asking 
him to make preliminary negotia¬ 
tions for funds to finance the 
project. 

Orange and lemon growers and 
distributors, according to Legg, 
along with officials of the Los 
Angeles Chamber of Commerce* 
are considering the plan which, if 
carried out, will forever do away 
with the winter smoke nuisance 
that has been particularly annoy¬ 
ing and destructive during the 
more than two weeks of excep¬ 
tionally cold weather. 

The corporation, as planned, 
would be organized with Southern 
California men as directors and 
managers. Citrus growers esti¬ 
mate it will require 5,000,000 
heaters to replace the older and 
more offensive heaters now in 
use. A small percentage of groves 
are equipped with the newer, 
smokeless heaters.

Encouraged by increase in vol¬ 
ume of business and prospects 
for the future, the railroads 
moved forward with quickened j 
pace in 1936, said A. D. McDon- i 
aid, president of the Southern \ 
Pacific Company, in a statement ; 
issued yesterday. 

“Certain public aspects of this 
i forward movement, particularly 
| as to streamlined trains, air-con¬ 
ditioning and other passenger 
\ traffic improvements, were so 
spectacular as to indicate to 
some observers a sudden’renias- 
sance of the railroad industry,” 

: Mr. McDonald continued. “Actual- 
ly, steady progress has been | 
made bv the railroad through the 
5 depression in basic phases of | 
freight as well as passenger ser- ( 
vice, the year 1936 seeing the 
continuation of this activity and 
being further notable for the 
amount of new equipment and j 
improvements authorized. 

"Speed of freight and pas¬ 
senger service has been increased. 

“Cost of these services has been 
•reduced. 

"Equipment has been and is 
being modernized and new equip- 
i ment of latest design is being j 
j added. 

"Intensive efforts are being 
made to adapt railroad service j 
as exactly as possible to today's j 
tlemands of transportation cus- j 
; tomers, an activity designed to 
make the railroads more effective 
j merchants as well as efficient j 
manufacturers of transportation. | 

“Records and activities of I 
j Southern Pacific may be cited , 

\ as bearing out the foregoing. 

"Volume of freight traffic on ; 
our Pacific Lines, based on ac- i 
tual revenue ton miles for the 
first 10 months and estimates | 

1 for the remaining two months j 
! of 1936, increased 30 per cen | 

! as compared with 1935. On the 
; same basis, passenger miles in- : 
| creased 21 per cent in 1936 over 
1935. The total volume of business 
both freight and passenger, was 
; greater in 1936 than in any year [ 
since 1930. 

"Apparently little realized Is i 
the increased speed with which 
railroad transportation is now 
being dispatched. Public attention 
has been drawn to passenger ' 
service by the introduction of 
high speed steramline trains, ac¬ 
companied during the last 18 
months with addition of new 
trains and speeding up of others. 
However, it may be noted that 
average speed of freight trains 
has increased 25 per cent on our
